Didsbury RCMP 
sergeant receives 
Edmonton transfer 


Sgt. Ron Platz will 
be missed, says 
Mayor Moore

After serving Didsbury and 
other surrounding communi¬ 
ties for five years, Sergeant 
Ron Platz of the Didsbury 
RCMP is moving on. 

Platz was granted a com¬ 
passionate transfer to the Ed¬ 
monton International Airport 
Detachment at the end of last 
week. 

Platz, who will finish work¬ 
ing in Didsbury at the end of 
this month said that he put 
in for the transfer for family 
reasons. 

Platz said that his job will 
change from running his own 
detachment to becoming a 
watch commander during a 
shift. 

"The main focus is security 
at the Edmonton Airport de¬ 
tachment," said Platz. "But we 
do all of the other work that 
a normal detachment would." 

The RCMP will now search 
laterally for another Sergeant 
to take Platz's role at the lo¬ 
cal detachment. If that search 
turns up negative then the 
RCMP will promote a member. 

Since an absence is expected 
between the time Platz leaves 
and a replacement is found, 
Sgt. Bob Phillips of the Olds 
Detachment will be in charge 
of Didsbury. 

Phillips will likely be back 
and forth between Olds and 


Didsbury until a new sergeant 
is found. 

Didsbury mayor Dorothy 
Moore said that Platz's con¬ 
tributions have been noticed 
and that he will be missed. 

"I think I can speak for all 
Didsburians when I say we 
are sorry to see him go. He 
will be missed.” 

"Personally and profession¬ 
ally he became an important 
part of the community and he 
leaves big shoes to fill."

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WASTE COMMISSION NOTES 


"Unfortunately deferring 
this project will likely result in 
increased composting costs 
since it changes the nature of 
our negotiations with Olds Col¬ 
lege," said Waste Commission 
CAO Larry Nault. Olds College 
currently composts all of the 
Town of Olds organic waste. A 
task group has been struck by 
the Commission to review com¬ 
post infrastructure require¬ 
ments for the region. 

Disposal Restrictions Com¬ 
ing Into Effect 

Reports presented at a re¬ 
cent planning workshop are re¬ 
sulting in some changes in how 
the Waste Commission handles 
some materials. The two big¬ 
gest changes affect burn bar¬ 
rels and corrugated cardboard. 

Burn barrel dumping has 
been on ongoing concern for 
the Waste Commission. Recent 
landfill fires and bin fires in 
other regions, and close calls 
at Waste Commission facilities 
are the reason ashes will only 
be accepted in plastic bags. "We 
know people aren't dumping hot 
ashes on purpose but they don't 
realize that ashes in those bar¬ 
rels can be hot enough to st¬ 
art a fire weeks after the bar¬ 
rel was last used." said Colleen 
Dills, with the Waste Commis¬ 
sion. "One hot ash could cost 
hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in building and equipment, 
not to mention lives." 

Corrugated cardboard has 
also been an ongoing issue for 
the Commission. "This is one 
commodity that can be easily 
recycled and the revenues used 
to lower waste costs through¬ 
out the region," said Ashley 
Edwards, Administrative As¬ 
sistant with the Commission. 
The report presented to the 
Board of Directors detailed how 
many people come out to the 
Eco-Sites with loads that had 
already been sorted by some¬ 
one at home, and the person 
dumping just puts it all on the 
garbage floor out of conven¬ 
ience. 

To discourage this activity 
the Commission is putting in 
place a disposal incentive ini¬ 
tiative. Under this initiative 
people will still be able to dis¬ 
pose of corrugated cardboard as 
garbage however they will be 
charged a surcharge of $25.00 
for doing so. Cardboard can be 
placed in the recycling bins at 
no cost to the users. 


Landfills across Alberta are 
raising their costs for the com¬ 
ing year, many by more than 
\0 r /<. This fact along with in¬ 
creased composting costs be¬ 
cause of the Olds College and 
Town of Olds plan for a biogas 
facility means that the in¬ 
creased costs will be passed 
along in the form of higher tip¬ 
ping fees to the customers. 
"The costs of operating a landfill 
under Alberta Environments 
new guidelines are making a 
difference. Higher standards, 
higher safety measures, and 
higher land values all affect the 
costs of operation," said Larry 
Nault, CAO for the Mountain 
View Waste Commission. "That 
is why our regional system is 
focused on waste diversion in¬ 
stead of landfilling." 

While waste disposal costs 
are rising the costs of recycling 
are going down. This cost sav¬ 
ings is being passed on to the 
municipalities and the Waste 
Commission is working with 
the County to provide increased 
recycling opportunities in the 
rural areas. 

Olds Composter Cancelled 

A $150,000.00 channel 
composting system the Waste 
Commission was constructing 
in the Town of Olds in partner¬ 
ship with Olds College has been 
deferred. The composter has 
been included as part of the re¬ 
gion's waste infrastructure 
plan since the Commission was 
formed and was scheduled for 
construction this year. The 
purpose of the facility was both 
as research facility for Olds Col¬ 
lege and to handle Town of Olds 
big-solids from the sewage 
treatment plant and excess or¬ 
ganic waste. 

The recent direction from the 
Town of Olds and the College 
towards constructing a biogas 
facility has caused the Board of 
the Waste Commission to re¬ 
view their infrastructure plan. 
The main concern is that if a 
biogas plant was constructed 
under the terms currently be¬ 
ing discussed there would not 
be enough organic waste in the 
region to support both a 
composting infrastructure and 
a biogas facility. The Commis¬ 
sion felt that it was prudent 
that any money invested in in¬ 
frastructure be used where 
there are needs to be addressed 
and not just for high profile 
projects.

Aubee said he has had many 
conversations with Didsbury 
Mayor Dorothy Moore. Town 
Council can not endorse a pro¬ 
gram like this but Moore did 
say she thought it was a good 
idea. 

"Something like this can 
build community spirit,” said 
Aubee. "It truly is a celebration 
of the season. I think the win¬ 
ter time is fairly quiet for most 
people and this just adds an ex¬ 
tra event for the season. 

Aubee said as part of the 
Didsbury Country Christmas a 
"Light up the Night" will take 
place on Nov. 29 to give every¬ 
one a sneak peak preview of 
what the judges will see. 

Aubee said the Didsbury 
Country Christmas Committee 
is looking for an artistic per¬ 
son to help with storefront 
decorations. 


Residents in Didsbury are 
being encouraged to light up the 
Town in an effort to be competi¬ 
tive in the Winter Lights Cel¬ 
ebration competition this win¬ 
ter. 

In preparation for judges 
who will tour Didsbury on Dec.

A Tale of Two Tax Deductions

Surely Parliament never intended that break¬ 
ing the law should be tax deductible when it 
crafted the Income Tax Act. 

Yet because of a 1999 Supreme Court ruling, 
businesses can deduct fines, penalties and levies 
as business expenses' providing they were in¬ 
curred in the course of earning income. 

I think most Canadians would find this ab¬ 
surd. It's not only bad public policy (a wrong¬ 
doer should never benefit from doing wrong), it 
undermines the deterrent value of a fine if the 
guilty party can have it reduced by writing it 
off. You or I can't deduct our parking tickets 
and yet a business can write off a fine for pollut¬ 
ing a river or injuring workers through unsafe 
working conditions. 

Outrageous 

This is an outrageous tax loophole that could 
be closed with a simple one-line amendment to 
the Income Tax Act, clarifying that any fine or 
penalty imposed by law on a taxpayer is not to 
be considered a tax-deductible expense. 

How does Canada compare with other coun¬ 
tries on this issue? In 1969, the United States 
specifically amended S. 162 of its Internal Rev¬ 
enue Code to disallow the deduction of any fine 
or similar penalty paid to the government for 
the violation of any law'. Courts in the United 
Kingdom have interpreted their statute to disal¬ 
low the deduction of fines for the same reasons. 

Our government has had three years to make 
this simple change but has chosen not to do so. 
Is it because they are not aware of the issue? I 
don't think so. 

Supreme Court Justice Bastarache noted that 
the intention of Parliament to prohibit the de¬ 
duction of some penalties and fines has been 
clearly established on at least two previous oc¬ 
casions. In 1990, the Act was amended to disal¬ 
low deductions imposed for violating the Income 
Tax Act itself. In 1994, Parliament put an end to 
the practice of allowing illegal bribes as a tax 
deduction. 

It would certainly seem that Parliament was 
aware of the issue; it was simply selective in its 
application of a remedy. One can only conclude 
that fear of offending the business community 
by eliminating possible tax deductions has pri¬ 
macy over common sense and principle. 

Instead of putting an end to this farce of tax- 


deductible fines, the Liberals have chosen to 
spend their time and resources cracking down 
on disabled people. 

In what is easily the most mean-spirited and 
cynical initiative I have witnessed since coming 
to Ottawa, this government has launched a na¬ 
tionwide campaign of harassment of those who 
receive the meagre Disability Tax Credit. 

This tax deduction is permitted to those who 
incur additional expenses associated with their 
disability up to a maximum of $970 per year. In 
an effort to cut the number of people receiving 
the Disability Tax Credit, the government first 
jacked up the eligibility requirements so that far 
fewer people would qualify, then it required all 
recipients to be reassessed at their own expense 
and submit a new medical opinion proving they 
meet the new criteria. 

The visually-impaired had to pay a doctor for 
a letter stating that they were still unable to 
see, amputees had to prove they were still miss¬ 
ing limbs, and quadriplegics had to prove that 
nothing miraculous had happened since they 
last filed for the Disability Tax Credit. 

Cut off 

As you might expect, the desired results were 
achieved. Thirty thousand former recipients were 
cut off because they either did not submit the 
new clinical evidence on time or they failed to 
meet the rigid new criteria. 

I don't know how the Minister of Finance can 
defend such a warped set of priorities in taxa¬ 
tion policy. There’s such a glaring contrast. The 
government is willing to allow its friends in the 
corporate community to get tax deductions for 
breaking the law; yet it comes down like a ton 
of bricks on the disabled. 

If you agree that it is wrong for businesses or 
corporations to write off their fines as tax- de¬ 
ductible business expenses, now is the time to 
make your views known. The House of Com¬ 
mons Standing Committee on Finance is tour¬ 
ing the country hearing submissions in its pre¬ 
budget consultations. Contact your Member of 
Parliament or the Minister of Finance. Tell them 
to change the rules before another tax season 
comes and goes. 

If you think it's offensive to deny disabled 
people a tax deduction for the legitimate expenses 
they inccur due to their condition, tell them that, 
too.

He worked diligently on our 
behalf and always thought first 
of his community and the peo¬ 
ple he served.

Bowden man assaulted woman 


A 33-year-old man who ad¬ 
mitted striking a Bowden 
woman during an early-morn¬ 
ing confrontation last August 
has been placed on probation. 

Stephen Campbell pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 4 to a charge of 
common assault. 

The accused and the victim 
got into an argument about 
some cigarette rolling papers, 
leading to the assault, court 
heard. 

The victim, who was not 
named, received some scraps 
and scratches in the incident. 
Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott told Judge Pepler. 

"The home is supposed to be 
a sanctuary. You violated that 
trust," said Pepler. 

The judge handed the ac¬ 
cused a suspended sentence, in¬ 
cluding 15 months probation. 

If the accused remains in 
good standing with the court 
during the period of probation, 
the conviction will not be en¬ 
tered on his permanent record. 

Drunk driver stopped for 
speeding 

An Olds College student ar¬ 
rested for speeding last month 
has been convicted of drunk 
driving. 

Petula Dias, 30, pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 4 to a charge of 
driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. 

The accused was arrested in 
Olds around 3 a.m. on Oct. 13 
after an RCMP officer on pa¬ 
trol noticed her fail to com¬ 
pletely stop at a red light, court 
heard. She was also observed 
driving at a high rate of speed. 

A breathalyzer test indicated 
her blood alcohol level was 120 
mg per cent. 


Judge Pepler fined the ac¬ 
cused $600 and prohibited her 
from driving for one year. 

Accident leads to drunk 
driving conviction 

An area woman who rolled 
her vehicle near Caroline last 
summer has been convicted of 
drunk driving. 

Robin Marples pleaded guilty 
on Nov. 4 to a charge of driving 
with a blood alcohol level 
greater than 80 mg per cent. 

The accused was charged af¬ 
ter she rolled her car around 
midnight on July 5, court heard. 

The woman was rushed to 
hospital with non-life threaten¬ 
ing injuries and later given a 
breathalyzer test which indi¬ 
cated blood alcohol level was 
210 mg per cent. 

"You are fortunate that you 
weren't seriously injured or 
killed," said Judge Pepler.

Man had baseball bat down 
pants 

A man charged last summer 
after police found a baseball bat 
stuffed down his pants has been 


fined. 

Michael Allan Hawman 
pleaded guilty earlier to charges 
of mischief and carrying a con¬ 
cealed weapon. He was sen¬ 
tenced before Judge Pepler on 
Nov. 4. 

The accused and another 
man caused $600 damage to an 
area residence on July 24, court 
heard. 

The men had punched holes 
in walls and the ceiling, said 
Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott. 

"You may not have been the 
principal but you were the one 
with the baseball bat down your 
pants," Judge Pepler told the ac¬ 
cused. 

Judge Pepler fined Hawman 
$500, plus a 15 per cent victim 
fine surcharge. 

The second man, Christopher 
Birch, pleaded guilty earlier to 
charges of mischief and failure 
to appear in court. He received 
one day in jail and a $250 fine 
last week.

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Sundre man charged following grizzly bear killing 


“We’re not saying he shot the bear,” said District 
Conservation officer Jim Mitchell. 

A 500-pound bear was shot near the Mountain Aire 
Lodge about 60 km west of Sundre on May 17 or 18. 

The grizzly bear was found by horsemen riding in 
the area. 

Whoever shot the bear did not take any part of the 
animal, leaving the carcass laying in a heavily wooded 
area near the Red Deer River. 

The area where the bear was found is accessible by 
quad, and is a popular area for campers, hikers and 


other back country users. 

The shooting prompted wide coverage from media 
outlets across the province. 

"McMillan is to appear in Didsbury Provincial 
Court on Nov. 25 to answer to charges laid in relation 
to the bear parts found in his possession,” said 
Mitchell. 

Officers are continuing their investigation into the 
shooting and anyone with information is being asked 
to contact the Sundre Fish and Wildlife office at 638- 
3805.

Myron Thompson, 
Member of Parliament 
for Wild Rose, com¬ 
mented this week on the 
latest "Kirby Report", 
which calls for an ex¬ 
panded health care sys¬ 
tem, based on higher 
taxes of up to $ 5 billion 
a year as well as a large 
federal intrusion into 
the province's jurisdic¬ 
tion over health care. 

Senator Michael 
Kirby, chairman of the 
11 member Standing 
Senate Committee on 
Social Affairs, Science 
and Technology deliv¬ 
ered his fifth report in 
April 2002. In this re¬ 
port he stated that the 
existing system is "not 
fiscally sustainable 
given current funding 
levels.” The sixth and fi¬ 
nal report he released 
last week, calls for $5 
billion in spending on 
these new programs. 

"It goes without say¬ 
ing that healthcare is a 
priority for Canadians 
and under this Liberal 
regime it has been shat¬ 
tered to pieces. I can't 
understand why the fed¬ 
eral government can't 
increase spending on 
health care by using ex¬ 
isting resources and in¬ 
stitute a program re¬ 
view to find more money 
if necessary.

Didsbury RCMP Sergeant 
Ron Platz is comfortable 
leaving Didsbury knowing 
the detachment he has led 
for the past five years is in 
good hands. 

Platz, who was granted a 
compassionate transfer to 
the Edmonton International 
Airport RCMP detachment a 
week and a half ago, said he 
is leaving knowing quality 
staff will take care of the 
community. 

"Although I am sad about 
moving on, I take comfort in 
knowing that everything is 
in good hands," said Platz. 
"I have an extremely high 
regard for members and staff 
of this detachment and I will 
unequivocally miss their 
friendship." 

Platz said he saw many 
veteran officers leave Dids¬ 
bury but that the detachment 
received young recruits that 
have filled in and have done 
the job. 

His praise also fell on the 
support staff that keep eve¬ 
rything running at the Dids¬ 
bury detachment. 

"They have been nothing 
but paramount for this unit. 
I am not sure where we 
would have been without 
them." 

Reflecting on the last five 
years, Platz said the munici¬ 
palities the Didsbury detach¬ 
ment served were always 
helpful in implementing dif¬ 
ferent policing initiatives. 

"I had a great relationship 
with the municipal govern¬ 
ments of the area I am going 
to miss them and the local 
businesses. But most of all I 
am going to miss the people.

"And 1 was always very 
proud of our young people. 
At times there were some 
hills to climb but it seemed

While Platz is very proud 
of the communities effort in 
taking care of itself and 
proud of those he worked 
with, he is also proud of 
some accomplishments that 
came to be while he was at 
the helm. 

"I am leaving here very sat¬ 
isfied that we were able to 
get a new detachment and 
that recently we got a ninth 
officer which will be ex¬ 
tremely good for the detach¬ 
ment area.”

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When my Aunt Mina died I fell heir to her years of geneal¬ 
ogy research. There are boxes of old letters, ancient wills, 
enormous complex charts, photos of pre 1850 relatives and 
even a photocopy of a 1769 letter of recommendation from 
the Minister of the Kirk in Dumphries Scotland. I am inter¬ 
ested in all this and grateful for Aunt Mina’s work and that 
she trusted me to care for it. but I am interested in lots of 
things and genealogy is not my overriding passion. 1 would 
like to sort and organize and make a nice readable book for 
the next generation to refer to and if 1 live to be 150 years old 
I will probably do that, but meanwhile I mostly use Mina’s 
research to answer questions from other relatives that are 
working on their branch of the family. My hope is that enough 
other branches will finish their projects and give me copies 
so that I won’t have to do one myself. 

The most recent questions have come from Judy Budge 
who lives in Oregon. She and I share common Great Grand¬ 
parents and she is especially interested in Gr. Grandma 
Martha Constance Burroughs Franklin. The Franklins were 
well established in Ontario when a series of events 
brought Martha, one son and four daughters to Alberta. In 
Riceville Ontario they had a lovely big house with living and 
dining rooms, many bedrooms, a pantry, winter and summer 
kitchens. They had a dairy herd and a sugar bush and or¬ 
chards, horses and sheep and lovely gardens. 
But, Martha's husband Richard was in partnership with his 
brother Henry and when a Lumber contract went sour Rich¬ 
ard became indebted to Henry and had to sell off some of his 
land to pay down the debt. Then Richard fell ill and died, 
diphtheria took some of the many children, Martha’s son 
Ben had a series of sunstrokes and was weakened and de¬ 
pressed and of course she was still trying to pay off the debt 
to Henry. 

Meanwhile my grandfather. Will Johnston, had met and 
married one of the daughters, Ruby Anne, and they had come 
to Alberta to take up a Homestead. Ruby was lonely and 
having babies about every 11 mos, she told her Mother that 
there were no sunstrokes in Alberta and the climate would 
be good for Ben. Will told her that both she and Ben could 
sign up for Homesteads and that he would help her get estab¬ 
lished. So Martha, Ben and three more daughters came to 
Alberta. The three daughters all married Crandall boys and 
Judy Budge is the granddaughter of Charlie and Mabel. 
Charlie and Mabel’s son would be my Dad’s first cousin I 
think this makes Judy my first cousin once removed. 

Here is a quote from a letter dealing with their arrival in 
Alberta. “Will Johnston. Ruby’s husband met us at the Ho¬ 
tel in Ponoka. We got into his wagon and we had a lot of 
luggage which came in awful handy in the little low shack 
that Will had built on Mother’s Homestead. It was about 12 
feet square and we would have liked it better if it was only 
high enough to stand up in all over but it was only about 7 
feet high in the center and about 3 feet at the sides made of 
poplar poles. We missed the beautiful flowers and especially 
the apples and fruit we had in Riceville, and our nice home 
but we liked the freedom we had in Alberta and the weather 
was nice. But it was very difficult for Mother in that little 
one room shack with the smallest stove you ever saw. It had 
a little oven and we baked bread and other things. We put up 
curtains around the beds and then there was only room for a 
table and chairs, a small cupboard and a stand for a pail of 
water and a basin. We made a small settee and covered it 
with bright cretonne. The next year in 1904 we brought out 
our piano cased organ and our house was full.” 

I’ll bet it was. She plowed land, picked roots, proved up 
her homestead, built a bigger house, delivered her daughters 
babies, and while singing hymns at the top of her voice rode 
horseback around the community delivering babies. Ben and 
two of her daughters died young but Martha lived to be an 
old lady finally returning to Ontario and a married daughter 
there. Maybe I’ll have to write that book before I’m 150.

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QUESTION: What does behavioral research tell us 
about the best way to raise children? Have scientific stud¬ 
ies spelled out what works and what doesn’t, especially 
regarding how to discipline properly? 

DR. DOBSON: My answer may sound like heresy 
coming from a man who spent 10 years of his life as a 
professor of pediatrics, responsible for medical and 
behavioral research, but I don’t believe the scientific com¬ 
munity is capable of determining the best parenting tech¬ 
niques. 

There have been some worthwhile studies, to be sure, 
but the subject of discipline almost defies definitive in¬ 
vestigation. Why? Because the only way to study this 
topic scientifically would be to place newborns randomly 
in “permissive” vs. "disciplined” families, and then keep 
them under close observation for 10 or 15 years. Since it 
is impossible to do that, researchers have tried to tease 
out information where they could find it. But family re¬ 
lationships are so multidimensional and complicated that 
they almost defy rigorous scrutiny. Indeed, most of the 
studies reported in the literature are scientifically use¬ 
less. 

For example. Dr. David Larson, psychiatrist and for¬ 
merly a researcher at the National Institutes of Health, 
reviewed 132 articles in professional journals that pur¬ 
ported to investigate the long-term consequences of cor¬ 
poral punishment. He found most of them flawed in de¬ 
sign. Ninety percent of the studies failed to distinguish 
between good homes where spanking was administered 
by loving parents, and those bordering on (or actually 
inflicting) child abuse. This distinction is critical for ob¬ 
vious reasons. Dr. Larson concluded that the findings 
were invalidated by this failure to consider the overall 
health of family relationships. To repeat, the conse¬ 
quences of various approaches to parental discipline ap¬ 
pear to be beyond the reach of social research. It is sim¬ 
ply not possible to study this complex subject scientifi¬ 
cally without warping families to set up the research 
design. Even if such studies were conducted, the research¬ 
ers would be studying contrived families — not typical 
parent-child relationships. 

QUESTION: It seems to me that children are far too 
familiar — too informal — with adults today. When I 
was a kid, we always addressed grown-ups by “Mr.” or 
“Mrs.”, or if they were in the family, we called them “un¬ 
cle” or “aunt,” or “Grandpa” or “Grandma.” We would 
never have referred to an adult as Sam or Alice. But 
today’s parents don’t teach that courtesy to their chil¬ 
dren. Some of them introduce 4-year-olds to adults by 
their first names. Am I the only one who is concerned 
about this? What can I do to counteract this trend with 
my own son and daughter? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ ve been bothered by that same ob¬ 
servation. It’s a byproduct of a cultural shift within so¬ 
ciety itself. We are less respectful of one another today 
in many ways. Fifty years ago, for example, men didn’t 
curse around women and cultured women didn’t curse 
at all. 

How that has changed! Both men and women used to 
address each other with formal titles (Mr., Mrs., Miss, 
etc.) unless they had become very close friends. Now, a 
waitress whom you've never met approaches your table 
and says, “Hi, I’m Stephanie and I’m going to be serv¬ 
ing you today.” 1 don’t suppose today’s informality is 
harmful, although 1 agree that children should be taught 
to speak to their elders with a certain deference. I still 
like to hear them respond with “Yes ma’am” and “No, 
sir,” instead of “yeah,” “yep,” and "nope.” When their 
manners are respectful, their entire demeanor is on a 
higher plane. 

As for how you can instill these and other courtesies 
in your child, you simply make up your mind to do it. 
You might explain that there are many things your fam¬ 
ily does differently than others: For example, “We don't 
use bad language, we don't attend certain kinds of mov¬ 
ies, and we don’t (fill in the blank.) Why? Because we’ve 
set a higher standard for ourselves. This is what makes 
us unique as a family. Someday you will understand that, 
too.”

The only mark that the Petro-Canada crew left in 
the bush was a crooked walking trail and some auger 
holes. This approach leaves little trace of the survey, 
saves trees and commercial lumber, and preserves 
natural forest cover for animals. 

In situations where it’s possible to use low impact 
seismic exploration, industry has been very 
successful in reducing environmental effects.

Sour gas 
safety update 

Sot R GAS AND PURI IG SAFETY IS SOMETHING 
Albert,ins take very seriously. In response to 
public concerns about sour gas development, 
an independent committee formed by the 
Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) 
made 87 recommendations to improve the 
understanding, handling and regulation of sour 
gas. The EUB, with help from its many 
stakeholders, including industry, have made 
real progress on more than half of the 
recommendations, and 14 are already complete. 

The recommendations reflect the thinking 
and concerns of residents in every part of 
the province. 

In Pincher Creek, committee members heard 
the EUB must apply its regulations consistently. 
Grande Prairie and Leduc residents stressed that 
sour gas pipelines must lie sate. First Nations and 
Metis communities everywhere called for better 
emergency response planning and consultation 
that respects their cultural uniqueness and 
traditional lands. 

Paul Jackson, who lives near Calgary, served on 
the committee from the beginning. He and his 
young family lived close to a proposed sour gas 
well and he had concerns for their future health 
and safety. 

"At first I was skeptical that such a large, 
diverse committee could function effectively, 
and initially the process was not simxith. 
However, once the participants settled down, 
their differences fell away. It was amazing how 
well they worked toward constructive solutions.” 

Jackson says, “Everyone realized this was a golden 
opportunity to create positive change that would 
be to everyone’s benefit. And that’s what pretty 
much happened. The implementation of our 
recommendations strengthened the regulations 
in the interests of public health and safety 
while meeting the need tor industrial growth.”
